The Central Pacific Company’s shipy ard 
at W est Oakland is at present the scene of 
great activity. 
The yard, which is the 
largest on the coast—Mare Island Navy 
Yard excepted—is crowded with craft in 
the various stages of construction, from 
the keel 011 the stocks to the finished 
steamer, awaiting b u t to be launched, to 
begin its career of usefulness.

ever. 
Part of the deed (which is engrossed 
U]>on vellum and the w riting legible) is cut 
off, so that the amount oi land conveyed, 
or consideration received, cannot be ascer­ 
tained. 
Tlie deed was read in open court 
at Plymouth, Mass., 011 the 28th of August, 
1066,and has attached the ’mark ’ of Philip 
and other Indians.

I n t e r e s t i n g C o l u s a C o u n t y I t e m s . - A 
correspondent of the R e c o r d .- U n i o n writes 
from Colusa county thus : 
Harvest is far advanced. 
Many are 
thrashing. 
Grain is not injured nearly as 
much as we were inclined to believe. 
There will be a good average yield. 
It 
would have been ruined hut for the north 
wind, for rust had already struck it in 
many places. 
Large fanners are storing. 
Fruit will he scarce on account of the 
unusually hard 
winter 
and 
backward 
spring. 
No apricots iu m arket and very 
few peaches, but plenty of apples, pears, 
plums and grapes. 
Jack Frost made 113 an unexpected and 
unwelcome visit 011 the evening of June 
18th, doing little damage on the plains, but 
almost ruining the gardens in the upper 
valleys. 
There was considerable ice and 
even icicles June ISth. 
The weather has 
been milder than usual thus far on account 
of so much snow in the mountains around 
us, 100 being about the highest tem pera­ 
ture in the shade. 
All the springs are doing very well. Six 
wagons passed Friday 011 their way to 
Cook’s Springs, loaded with invalids in 
search of health. 
W ilber’s Hot Sulphur 
Springs have all the cottages full and a 
large number in the hotel. 
Ford’s are 
opening well. 
Stages run from Williams 
to these as well as also to Bai tlett's and 
Allens. 
The gold mines of Colusa county are 
proving to be of considerable importance. 
On Sulphur creek the Cherry cleaned up 
last week $400, and the Manzanita 81,400; 
so 1 learn from reliable sources. 
I saw 
three pieces from the Manzauita weighing 
one pound each. 
There are many rich 
prospects further west and north iu the 
county th at will soon be developed. 
A difficulty betw’ecn Michael Flavhe, 
stacker, anil Henry Bismark, pitcher, re­ 
sulted in the death of the latter, Flavhe 
attacking Bismark first with a pitchfork, 
then with a knife, w ith which he cut his 
throat, severing the jugular vein. He then 
stabbed him through the heart, killing him 
almost instantly. 
Flavhe had a prelimi­ 
nary examination before Justice Durham, in 
Maxwell, on the 29th of June, and was 
bound over to answer in 810,OttO bonds, 
and not being able to give bail was placed 
in the county jail—to escape. 
Our national anniversary is to be duly 
observed. 
The celebration is to take place 
on Monday the 5th, in the grove in the 
Court house yard. 
Politically, the majority of right-think­ 
ing men in Colusa county are well pleased, 
with the nominations.. 
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A s a rule the Grange has uot been success­ 
ful in some respects as it was hoped it would 
be by its founders, and more especially by 
those who joined it expecting that in some 
mysterious manner it was to bring them great 
personal benefit without any exertion on 
their part.

that craving for social intercourse which 
formerly could only be satisfied by the aban- ■ 
donment of country and home influences for Í 
the city with its temptations.

some supposed good quality. 
This is a con­ 
firmation of the old proverb that like pro­ 
duces like. 
But the more significant point in 
this connection is the careful nursing the 
newly-found grain has received. 
This con­ 
firms the well known proposition that careful 
cultivation will improve the quality and 
value of all varieties of the vegetable king­ 
dom of which man has any knowledge, and 
admonishes all wheat farmers that good cul­ 
tivation is oue of the necessary conditions of 
good crops of grain. 
Another point in the 
history is the significant fact that the cultiva­ 
tion of all these new kinds has been apart 
from that other varieties of wheat, thus giv­ 
ing the one kind time to become a fixed type 
by inbreediug or continual crossing with its 
own special type or kiud. 
This last idea is 
at least only suggestive, and it may be that 
in 
it is contained the essential of still 
greater improvement of the 
wheat and 
oiher cultivated planU. 
Just at this time 
the whole wbrld seems to be greatly inter­ 
ested in the discovery of some kind of wheat 
that will 
resist the rust fungus. 
Now, 
while we would not discourage the practice of 
changing seed between different localities and 
countries as oue of the most likely means of 
improvement generally, and of improvement 
in this particular, we would suggest as a 
more promising mode of improvement the 
selection of heads of wheat from our fields 
and cultivating the kernels by themselves iu 
the manner accidental new kinds have gen­ 
e ally been cultivated. 
Select, for instance, 
a single head that has ripened earlier than 
those around it, and that has not been af­ 
fected by the rust that has blasted the sur­ 
rounding heads, and plant it in the garden by 
itse’f, and give it especial care for a few years. 
If the farmers generally would this year 
select specimens of their best heads of grain 
that have withstood not only the rust and 
north winds, and all other drawbacks, aud 
from them cultivate up some seed wheat 
of their own, we have no doubt that within 
three years’ time California would become 
distinguished for 
the 
superiority of her 
wheat, and every farmer would be triumph­ 
antly relating the history of his success in 
producing the best kind of wheat in the 
State. 
W e make this suggestion right now 
while the harvest is going on, and if the hint 
is taken, and all who read this suggestion 
shall follow it, we shall expect that a great 
deal of good may grow cut of it. 
B ow many 
will be nursing new kiuds of wheat in 1S81 
from selections made after this suggestion? 
Let those who make the experiment name 
the kind making, also the peculiar citcnui- 
stance3 of the growth of the sample selected, j 
and hereafter see bow well the peculiar char- , 
acteristics of the sample selected are main- ! 
tained iu the product that shall come from it. I 
Iu this special pains-taking manner of culti- 
vati m, besides the actual improvement of 
the wheat crop that may be looked for, our j 
wheat-growcrs who enter into it will doubt­ 
less increase their actual knowledge of wheat 
culture, which of itself would prove of great 
general benefit.

Deaii H ousehold:

Hour ” is as flourishing and green as a 
laurel bush, ever adding new talent to its 
gallant corps of Tanglers, taking new de­ 
partures iuto fresh pastures, and keeping 
the interest of the public at the boiling 
point, while our poor “ H ousehold” lias 
been languishing for correspondents. 
This 


is not as it should be, and yet whose 
fault is it, if not our own ? 
It is a depart­ 
ment which must draw its life aud inspira­ 
tion from the women, to whose interests it 
is devoted ; it cannot lead a healthy, vig­ 
orous life w ithout an infusion -of fresh 
blood iu the shape of original contribu­ 
tions, and that 
genial 
interchange of 
thoughts, queries and answers, w hicb form 
the very bone and marrow of ail new spaper 
departments. 
When we look at the Agri­ 
cultural column, for instauce, the mascu­ 
line counterpart of 
our “ Household,” 
how timely and 
practical 
are 
all its 
articles, how full and valuable its informa­ 
tion, 
we may well be proud 
of 
our 
virile brother farmer, and look to his col­ 
umn for information how to make our own 
a matter of pride to him as well as to our­ 
selves. 
I can well imagine the editor sit­ 
ting iu the sanctum, waiting in vain for 
that 
desirable 
boon, 
original, 
avail­ 
able MSS. from thoughtful housewives. 
I think correspondents ought to help in a 
w eekly array of nice, practical suggestions 
how to prepare all the good thiugs of the 
season in the most palatable and healthful 
way ; how to cook se as to avoid stove heat 
and headaches, aud a thousand item s of 
interest, especially to young and progres­ 
sive housekeepers. 
Have the housewives 
become tired of the everlasting round of 
recipes and inquiries for recipes published 
a dozen times ? 
Perhaps some of os have, 
and to such and all a score of interesting 
branches of the great household depart­ 
ment are open and ready to welcome their 
pens. 
There are the nursery, the sick­ 
room, the flower garden ; nor should edu­ 
cation, especially the education in and for 
the household, be considered inferior to 
canning and pie-making. 
How to make a 
kite, construct a Union flag and embellish 
a grace-hoop is as truly woman’s work as 
anything she can do. 
And there is a sci­ 
ence, a most important blanch of which is 
ah our own, and whenever we shall care to 
claim it and exchange notes on this subject 
as other scientists do, our column, the 
woman’s, wiil boldly stand beside that of 
oar agricultural brothers, it will be more 
fascinating than a novel aud more bene­ 
ficial to mankind than our Board of Health. 
I refer to the “ chemistry of the kitchen.” 
As an 
earnest of . my wish that the 
"H ouseh old” may live ami flourish, and 
hoping that others will follow my example, 
I arid a few scraps apropos of the season, 
an d rem ain 
T el za . 


S u b s t i t u t e f o r I u e - c h e s t a n d C e l l a r . 
There are women tv ho have neither or tho 
above commodities, aud who forever com­ 
plain of sour milk aud melted butter. 
As 
I belong to this class, and am uot troubled 
that way, I can recommend the simple and 
efficient way iu which I avoid both evils. 
It is an old remedy, but a? good as when 
it was new. 
Put your buiter in a glass or 
ironstone 
china dish (no 
objection to 
Sevres or china, if you have it, but avoid 
wood aud metal), having a cover—one 
which projects is b e st; set this in a shal­ 
low earthen dish half or one-third full of 
water, to which a tablespoonful of salt Las 
been added ; cover the butter dish w ith a 
clean, thick, coarse towel previously wet 
with cold water, and let the ends of the 
towel hang into tho water iu the earthen 
dish. 
Be sure and have the towel in the 
water all around tiro butter dish, aud not 
only here aud there 
N ow . set your dish 
in as cool a 
place 
as 
you 
have— in 
a 
draught, 
if 
possible. 
Change 
the 
water iu the lower dish every day or 
every other day, not forgetting the salt, 
ami be sure to keep the cloth on all the 
time, never leaving it off on any account, 
if you value the firmness of your butter. 
The latter will not bo as hard as when 
kept in the ice chest, bnt it will be quite 
firm enough to spread nicely. 
Milk can 
be kept iu the same manner, substituting a 
pitcher or jar for the dish, but there is oue 
difficulty about milk which is sometimes 
hard to overcome. 
It has been found that 
jarring and shaking has as much tendency 
to sour or turn the milk as mere heat, and 
the ouly remedy in this case is to place 
your milk on terra firma, as every footstep, 
every passing vehicle which shakes your 
building agitates the milk as well. 
I do 
not know if suspension from a ceiling would 
overcome the difficulty, but perhaps the 
idea is worth testing! 
How t o K e e p V e g e t a b l e s fo m W i l t - 
in i}.— I once m et with an item on the sub­ 
ject which recommended the wrapping of 
fresh vegetables in coarse brown grocer’s 
paper, which paper must be thoroughly 
dampened and kept damp as long as tho 
vegetables 
are to be preserved, w'hieh, 
however, must not 
be an uureaaenabie 
length of time. 
The vegetables, moreovtr, 
m ust be-put iu as cool a place as you have 
to spare, and away from the sun aud Btovo- 
heat. 
I have tried this many times, and 
it has never failed mo, provided the vege­ 
tables were really fresh wden so treated. I 
have kept headsof lettuce and radishes fresh 
three days in the middle of the summer, 1 
and they were not in the least musty. 
A j 
clean w et cloth may bo wrapped around j 
the paper parcel, but cloths are apt to be­ 
come musty, and impart that qualify to ; 
things wrapped in them if without the 
protection of the paper. 
Common brow n 
wrapping paper is the best. 


T o m a to e s a n d A p p l e s .—Some people 
object to tomatoes chiefly on account of a 
cortain rankness o f,tah te and the great 
quantity of seeds, which spoil the looks of 
the stew. 
The latter is improved very 
much, both in regard to taste and a p p e a r , 
mice, by the addition of 
apples. 
U ia 
quantity of the latter may vary to suit 
the taste ; from one quarter to one half 
apples suits most people. 
Tho apples 
must be prepared as usual for stewing and 
put in with the tomatoes, the rvbblo being 
stewed until done. 
A hardier dish, which 
may not suit everybody, but which is 
equally healthy, is tomatoes stewed with 
an onion or two, sliced. 
Tomatoes and 
apples make very nice preserves, and to­ 
mato pickle, with small onions, is too well 
known to need praising. 
[Telza has set a good example. 
The 
Household Department has grown in inter­ 
est from the tir-t, but there is room still 
for hundreds of women to contribute to it. 
A il that we desire is conciseness, practical 
statements, pertinent suggestions, brief ex­ 
periences. 
Selected receipts are also de­ 
sired. 
Notes of value gathered relative to 
the home, the sick chamber, handiwork, 
art decoration, etc., are all desirable, and 
originality will m eet with special atten­ 
tion.) 


To Eaka a Turkey. 
After it is dressed, salt and pepper it in­ 
side ; 
make a force-meat of bread and 
cracker crumbs, season with summer sav­ 
ory or sw eet majoram. 
To this force-meat 
chestnuts may be added. 
They are put 
over the fire iu a sauce pan to burst the 
skins, then 
boiled iu salt water. 
Or, 
whole oysters well seasoned may be added 
to the stuffing. 
Truffles are also used. 
A 
couple of eggs added to any stuffing im­ 
proves it. 
Boiled, smashed and seasoned 
Irish or sw eet potatoes are also used for 
turkey stuffing. 
When stuffed, tie it in 
shape, lard the top or lay slices of bacon 
over it, w et the skin and sprinkle it well 
with salt, pepper and flour. 
Have the 
oven not very hot till the turkey gets heated 
through, then increase the heat. 
W hile 
the fowl is cooking, boil tho giblets, the 


neck, liver, gizzard, sw eet bread—chop 
them fine, and when the gravy is made 
add them to it. 
To make the gravy, after 
the turkey is removed from the baking- 
pan put the pan over the tire, dredge flour 
into it, and when brown stir iu boiling 
water or stock ; skim off every bit of fat, 
add the giblets, season w ith salt and pep­ 
per. 
If chestnuts are used in the stuffing, 
add them also to tl.e gravy. 
Oyster stuf­ 
fing should be used just before the turkey 
is baked ; w ith other stuffing it is w ell to let 
it remain a number of hours before cook­ 
ing that its flavor may penetrate the bird. 
Turkey is served w ith cranberry jelly, or 
with current or plum jelly. 


Receipts. 


P a s t e .— Mrs. S. L. C. of Grass Valley 
sends the Household the following receipt 
of a paste that will not spoil : Dissolve a 
piece of alum the size of a walnut in a pint 
of ifater. 
Add to this two tablespoonfuls 
flour made smooth with a little cold water, 
and a few drops of oil of cioves, putting 
the whole to a boil. 
Put up in a glass 
canning jar. 
R asp b erries.— Probably raspberries w ill 
be no cheaper this season than just now. 
It. is tim e to pu t up raspberry jam. 
I 
have found this to be a good aud simple 
receipt. 
For ten parts by weight of rasp­ 
berries have nine parts ol,C sugar; iuto 
tho fruit kettle put one [ art- of water, aud 
having introduced the berries, I break 
them up w ith a wooden spoon, only keep­ 
ing the kettle warm over the fire ; I then 
sdd the sugar ; when tne sugar is melted I 
bring it up to a sharp boil, stirring all the 
tim e ; I try it at the end of the process by 
pouring a little on a cold plate ; if it thick­ 
ens anil jellies I know it is done ; if cur­ 
rants are handy, I use a pint of the juice 
instead of the water ; if carefully put in 
air-tight jars it w ill keep for years.— 
J u l i a . 
C u r r a n t J e l l y . — Currants are now 
fresh in season, and housewives w ill find 
that a jelly perfectly delicious can be made 
by this piocess : After clearing your cur­ 
rants from leaves, wash them ; drain off 
the water ; put them in a stone jar, and 
set that iu a kettle of hot water until the 
currants are slightly scalded ; turn them 
iuto a colander and press them dry' ; this 
will remove the skins and stems ; then 
pour through a clean sieve, which will re 
move all the seeds ; then strain through 
your jelly-bag ; to every pint of juice al­ 
low a pound of sugar ; before aditing the 
sugar set the juico over the tire just long 
enough to reach the boiling p o in t; pour iu 
the sugar, and then stir only long enough 
to dissolve i t ; then pour into your glasses. 
Be sure and not let yonr currants get too 
ripe ; pick them as soon a3 fully turned. 
Do not add gelatine to your jolly, as it 
will soon mold if you d o ; but take off 
your covers and let your jelly stand cov­ 
ered ouly by a newspaper thrown over it 
for one or two weeks, and it will probably 
harden.

Lefty Alms of Manager Palmer—An An­ 
cient Piay-House to be Fulled 
Down—Coney Island. 


R i v a l C it ie s a n d t u k C e n su s.— The 
]iresi fit census is causing many heart-burn­ 
ings in rival cities. 
A wail is beard from 
St- Louis, au<l Chicago is disappointed, but 
satisfied presumably because its Census 
Commissioner gives it roughly 100,000 
more than St. Louis. 
The head lines of an 
article in a St. Louis paper make this 
tonohing reference to the su b ject: “ Shock­ 
ing Statistics—An official population of 
leos than 350,000—The enumeration shame­ 
fully incomplete aud unsatisfactory—A de­ 
cade of disgrace uuless the result is reme­ 
died.” 
It L ys the blame on Secretary 
Schurz, “ who had Colonel Solomon ap­ 
pointed,” and the latter it is affirmed ap­ 
pointed many Germanenumirators, “ some 
of whom had a very poor command of the 
English language.” The article closes with 
this interesting sen tim en t: “ Nothing less 
than a population at least in close proxim­ 
ity to 500,000 will satisfy the people that 
the census has been correctly taken.” Chi­ 
cago wants 500,000, but the Census Com­ 
missioner doesn't see how he can conscien­ 
tiously deliver more than 475,000. 
Still 
the Chicago Journal cousoles itself with 
tho reflection that “ the national census 
has often revealed the fact that the popu­ 
lar estimate in general is too high." 


S t r a w b e r r y P u d d in o .—Cream, a cup 
of sugar and a tablespoonful cf butter ; 
add the beaten yolks of five eggs and two 
cups of fine bread crumbs soaked in a 
quart of sw eet milk. 
Flavor with lemon 
or vanilla. 
Pour into a deep pudding dish 
and bake until the oustard is “ set.” 
Roll 
a pint of nice strawberries in powdered 
sugar, spread over the pudding and cover 
with meringue made of besten whites and 
three tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Return to tho oven until the top is deli­ 
cately browned. 


N e w Y o r k , June ’24, 1SS0. 
Very little has been said in this country 
of' late about adopting horse-flesh as an 
article of food, but a number of N ew 
Yorkers have just revived the subject, and 
have recently had several private dinners 
up town at which, I understand, horse was 
introduced in various forms. 
They hold 
tha’t the objection to horse is merely a 
prejudice, and that it would be relished by 
any man of correct physical taste if it were 
served by any other name. 
They claim, 
too, that it can be furnished much cheaper 
than beef, and that consequently to bring 
it into general use would be a great benefit 
to the poor. 
They declare that.they are 
determined to arouse public interest on 
this point, that within a few years 


H IPPO PU A G Y 
W ill be common every» here, and that all 
the manual labor class w ill be materially 
helped by it. 
I have eaten horse re­ 
peatedly. in Paris, aud have no conscious 
bias against eating it. 
I do not relish it, 
however. 
It tastes like rather tough, 
coarse beef, and I would prefer, therefore, 
if not something better, at least, som ething 
more delicate and savory. 
M y experi­ 
ments were made at the inferior restau- 
rauts, where really good cookiug cannot 
reasonably be expected. 
It I hail ordered 
horse at Veflours, the Cafe Riche, the 
Mason llorce, or the Yachette Brebant, 
having given due notice of my peculiar 
taste, I have no doubt that the chef of any 
one 
of those noted restaurants would 
have provided a most enjoyable dish, 
and 
that 
I 
m ight 
have 
thought 
it equal to any delicacy they are in 
the habit of presenting to their gourmet 
patrons. 
It is not the thing itself, but the 
mode of preparing the thing which renders 
it toothsome or otherwise, 
as 
French 
cooks, the best of them genuine culinary 
artists, so thoroughly comprehend. 1 know 
men who have had horse so cunningly 
cooked that they were loud iu its praise. 
Its excellency largely depends on the chef. 
Some twenty-five years ago this matter was 
earnestly discussed in Paris, with a view to 
introducing horse-flesh into the city mar­ 
kets, 
and so eminent an autlicrity as 
Geoffroy St. Hilaire, the naturalist, de­ 
livered a lecture on the subject, pronounc­ 
ing in favor of its wholesomeness. 
Some 
of the most enthusiastic advocates enrolled 
themselves as members of the Hippophagic 
Society, as our friends here seem to be 
substantially bent on doing. 
The news­ 
papers published accounts of the ban­ 
quets of 
the Society, at which horse­ 
flesh 
was 
diversely 
and 
elaborately 
cooked, 
and 
with 
extraordinary 
suc­ 
cess, if 
we 
can 
put any faiih in the 
Paris press. 
There are now in Paris vari­ 
ous 
establishments 
where horse 
soup, 
boulli and sausages are sold, and they are 
legalized, and to a certain extent regulated 
by the authorities. 


A NOTED DINNER 
Was given at the Langham Hotel, Lon­ 
don. in 1SG8, at which 100 guests were 
present to eat horse cooked by a French 
chef. 
Some of the dishes were consommé 
de cheval, huile hippophagique (a sauce for 
sole), terrines do fois maigre chevalincs, 
aloyau de cheval farci, culotte de cheval 
braisce, 
poulets 
garnis 
a l’hippogriffe, 
lsngues fle cheval, saucissons de cheval, 
petits pstes a la moelle Bucephalc. Nearly 
all of these dishes were 60 flighty seasoned 
that their original flavor was nearly lost. 
But there were barons of horse and boiled 
withers, which were served plain, and 
which were pronounced to have a taste be­ 
tween beef and venison. 
Thus far, how­ 
ever, horse has not had many lovers in 
England. 
It might he adopted with great 
advantage in tho poorer districts of Ire­ 
land where famine to a greater or less de­ 
gree usually prevails. 


A MODEL MANAGER. 
Among the professional people gomg 
abroad this week is Albert M. Palmer, 
Manager of the Union Square. 
He visits 
London, Paris and other European capitals 
— as he does each summer—for hints, sug­ 
gestions and improvements for his admira­ 
ble theater—probably the best, the most 
complete, on the whole, in the United 
States. 
Palmer has been, thus far, the 
most successful manager both financially 
and artistically in the metropolis. 
H e has 
just closed his sixth staeon very prosper­ 
ously ; and yet when he undertook man­ 
agement six years ago he- had had no ex­ 
perience or connection with a theater or 
any kind of amusement. 
Previously he 
had been the librarian of the Mercantile 
Library, not a calling, one would think, 
to qualify 
a man for dramatic enter­ 
prises.

Tho older managers shook thiir wise heads, 
called it luck and the like, hut when ho 
continued td triumph over every difficulty 
and obstacle they were obliged to admit 
that “ there is something iu Palmer after 
a ll.” 
He has certainly surprised every­ 
body by his uninterrupted success. 


A COM rLETK AM ERICAN TIIFA TBK . 
Palmer’s great object is to make the 
Union Square a completely American, a 
strictly natioual and rcprvstiitative theater, 
and ho has surely taken tho 1> 3t course to 
this end. 
H e is almost the sole American 
through and through in the business. 
Ho 
is of New England stoek by six genera­ 
tion?, and while he is entirely Ir. c from 
national prejudice he wants lus stage, so 
far as the interests of art will allow, to re­ 
flect the Republic. 
N early,all the mem­ 
bers of his company are American, and 
he hopes in time to have them all so. 
H e 
is 
anxious,

plays 
by 
native 
au­ 
thors, 
having 
always 
been 
willing 
ami glad to encourage them. 
He reads 
carefully and conscientiously all the manu­ 
scripts submitted to him, having no other 
reader and being his own critic. 
The ex­ 
cellence of bis judgment may be imagined 
when it is known that all the pieces lie has 
accepted and produced have been liked, 
anil hava drawn largo audiences, even 
though the newspapers have pronounced 
against some of them. 
He has presented 
many French dramas, and he w ill present 
more, no dou b t; but if he could get native 
plays of equal strength and interest he 
would infinitely prefer them. 
lie is not 
rash enough to expeot to secure a3 yet all 
the native works ho would lik e ; but he 
stands prepared to lend a helping hand to 
any native playwright of unquestioned 
talent, and to foster the native drama so 
far as reason w ill permit. 
The Uaiou 
Square company is to-day undoubtedly the 
best in the republic, and he is always try­ 
ing to improve it. 
It has more professional 
feeling, more artistic conscientiousness and 
less narrow egotism and personal vanity, 
than any company I can think of on this 
side the sea. 
Its members are not mono­ 
maniacs on the subject of having their 
names published in sizable lettprs, as so 
many theatrical folk are. 
They are w ill­ 
ing to take a subordinate part, if they be­ 
lieve that they can represent it well, which 
shows that they are artists, not mere play- 
ei9. 
There is little doubt that the enthu­ 
siastic reception of not a few of the dramas 
put upon the stage of the Union Square 
has been largely owing to the admirable 
mauner in which they have been acted. 
Palmer’s earnest aim is to make the Union 
Square, iu respect to this country, what 
the Theatre Francais Í9 to France; and 
certainly no ambition oould be loftier or 
nobler. 
He has labored faithfully and 
zealously for his ideal, and that he will 
reach it there can be no question.

electricity obtained by friction (as in the 
common school electrical apparatus) has 
nut made much progress, mabneto-elec- 
trioity from batteries having apparently 
covered 
the 
whole 
industrial 
field. 
A new use for frictional electricity—in the 
manufacture of flour— promists not only 
important improvements in that business, 
but suggests an entirely new field for elec­ 
trical work. 
la bolting machines, as now- 
used in flour mills, the bran ia separated 
from the flour by a blast of air, designed 
to blow away the light bran and leave the 
flour behind. 
This is accomplished, but 
at a serious loss to fine flour blown away 
with the bran, and the inconvenience of 
great quantities of 
flour-dust, 
to say 
nothing of the danger of dust exploeion3 in 
such bolting machines. In place of tho air- 
blast, hard rubber cylinders are placed 
horizontally over 
the 
moving boltiug- 
cloths containing tho mingled flour and 
bran. 
These cylinders are made to revolve 
by a convenient power, and as they turn 
they press against pieces of sbeep-skin (or 
other electrical 
excitant) and 
become 
charged with frictional electricity; the 
loose bran is attracted to them, flits up 
and clings to the cylinders precisely as a 
bit of paper will cling to a rod of sealing- 
wax when electrically excited by friotiuu. 
Apparatus is provided for taking off the 
brau as fast as it gathers ou the rollers.

He had no other children ; he might have 
been kinder to me. But he was a man 
w'ho always acted rightly, so the islanders 
said. Then it is right never to forgive. I 
had friends, as I thought, gir's, aud men, 
and children. Not one' of them had a 
heart, not one. 
Is it not strange to go 
through the world so—to kiss and embrace 
you, and then to thrust you away ! And 
for a father to turn from his child ! I do 
not understand it. Why, if my' baby lived, 
and grew to be a woman, and did wrong 
unconsciously', or was unhappy in any way, 
in disgrace with all the world, 1 should 
take her to my bosom aud comfort irtr, 
aud whisper to her, “ Do not grieve, my 
child ; your mother loves you, though all 
the world is against you.” And we should 
be happy again ; it would not then be 
always night ; there would be sometimes a 
bright cloud iu our lives.’ 
“ I allowed her to talk without interrup­ 
tion, and presently she spoke again of her 
lover. 
“ ‘ I knew that my father vtas seeking 
him ; I had been told so. not out of kind­ 
ness, but out of malice. “ There will Vie 
blood shed,” they said, and they looked 
upon me with horror, as though the crime 
were mine. I tried to find him and warn 
him. All the day and far into the night I 
wandered from place to place, seeking him, 
and at length I saw him lying dead upon 
the ground. It drove me almost mad. I 
ran to my father’s house ; I heat my hands 
against the door till the blood came ; he 
opened a window above, and asked me 
what I wanted. “ There has been murder 
done!” I cried. “ The guilty has been 
punished,” my' father said sternly’, and he 
bade me go from iiis house and never dare 
to set eyes on him again, for he no longer 
had a daughter. I wa9 overwhelmed, and 
sat down on the door step, in the dread 
hope that the world was coining to an end. 
And ail the while my baby was in my 
arms, sleeping peacefully, and as I looked 
at her sweet face in the dim light, I 
thought, “ W hat does it matter ? We have 
each other.” I took her to V^-r father, and 
waking her, made her kiss him ; I kissed 
him also, for the last time, and have never 
seen him since. I do not know where they 
have buried him ; they would not tell me.’ 
“ We were walking to the grave of her 
child, and she stopped and looked around 
with wandering eyes, seeking the shadow 
of the man she had loved too well. 
“ • Then I wai alone in the world,’ she 
said, as we walked onward again, ‘ no one 
to speak to, e.xeept my baby ; no one to 
love, except my baby. Every one had 
fallen off from me, every one; only’ my 
baby remained. Then it happened that I 
came in the night to the market-place, and 
discovered what no other person in the isle 
but yon and I euspect—tliat what they 
call a statue lives and speaks. When she 
first smiled upon me it was like rain upon 
a parched field. 
My eyes had been 
scorched and dried up with grief; all, 
what pain! what anguish! And when 
Evangeline smiled, the tears came and re­ 
lieved my heart. She spoke to me, and 
comforted me, and prevented me from go­ 
ing mad. We ara sisters, and by'-and-by 
we shall know each other better in the 
spirit laud, where I shall have my baby 
again in my arms. And my father will be 
there, aud baby’s father, too. What will 
my father say when he sees me come there? 
Will he say, “ Come to me, my daughter, 
all is forgiven ? ” W hat if I answered him, 
“ Had you been merciful to me, my baby 
might have lived, aud I should not have 
been condemned to wander night after 
night and day after day from valley to 
valley, from field to field, in search of a 
kind look or word.” Then, if there be 
justice, the priests will be dumb. I>o you 
like them ? ’ 
“ ‘The priests?’ 
“ ‘ Yes. Do you like them ?’ 
“ ‘I have no reason to,' I answered, 
slowly. 
“ ‘ I am glad, because you are not like 
the others, and you strengthen my belief. 
What do they mean when they say, “ God 
is love?” Thero should be something more 
than words, should there not? “ God is 
love.” Then He will know I have done no 
wrong, and He will take my little one to 
His bosom, and me, from whom she drew 
life. I shall wait—I shall wait—and on 
the judgment day I shall say to the priests 
“ You told me that God is love, and you 
tried to prove to me that He is hate.” Yes, 
it is true. They did not pour oil into my 
wounds. Would you believe that they 
would not bury my innocent baby in con­ 
secrated ground ? But a soul is a soul, 
and they could not rob her of that, nor 
me of Divine love and mercy. So I am 
satisfied to wait, but not too long—not too 
long! I must die before I grow old. 
I»ok at me ; I am pretty’; I don’t want to 
grow ugly, and then die. Baby might not 


know me, and that would be too terrible 
to bear. Where do you live ?' 
“ ‘On the mountain.’ 
“ She looked at me and retreated a few 
steps, impelled by some instinct of repug­ 
nance ; but she came quickly to my side 
again, and took my’ hand. 
“ ‘ Aud your name is Banf, you told me. 
I did not think at the time. You are the 
being I have heard of aud was warned 
against, and never saw till the other night. 
That proves what men are. Let me whisper 
to yo» ; there are people here who abhor 
you, and yet yon are the only one who has 
given me a kind word since my baby' died.’ 
She kissed my hand passionately. ‘ And 
you live on the mountain—Evangeline’s 
mountain. She lies, too, iu ground that 
has not been consecrated. I snail come 
and see you on the mountain.’ 
“ ‘ You will be the first who has dared.’ 
“ ‘ O, I shall dare ! ’ 
“ * Best to keep away,’ I said ; ‘ I prefer 
to live alone.’ 
“ ‘The mountain is free ; I shall come ; 
1 am not frightened. Evangeline is there, 
and her heavenly messengers !—the pretty 
birds that fly to and fro. I have watched 
them, and hope one day they will bring 
me a message from heaven or Evangeline. 
You see, I know you do not'live alone. 
Have you not goats and dogs?’ 
“ ‘ Yes.’ 
“ ‘It must be a tine life. I shall come 
and see you.’ 
“ I left her that night, as on the other 
nights, whispering to the wild flowers 
which grew on her child’s grave, and kiss­ 
ing the cold- earth which mercifully hides 
what is dearest to her iu this world and 
the next. 
“ Her piteous story drew me to her, and 
from that night we were friends. A fancy 
of mine impelled me to place some roots of 
the dream flower on the grave of her child, 
and when I told her the name of the flower 
she thanked me earnestly, and said that 
heaven had directed me to bring the sweet 
comfort to her soul. 
“ W hat is most beautiful in her is her 
devotion to her dead baby'. As the leaf 
loves the light so does she love her child. 
“ Her father lives now a life of seclusion, 
pi tied and not coudemned by his comrades. 
And yet he has broken a holy command­ 
ment. 
It is hard to thread one’s way- 
through these labyrinths—not for me, for 
others ; my mind is 110 longer in a state of 
doubt upon other than mortal matters. 
The woman who most needs pity receives 
none ; she is shunned and avoided by all. 
Hard as granite are the. islanders in their 
notions of morality. 
“ I have already set down here how, 
when 1 slipped over the precipice and 
almost met my death, I was saved by the 
branch of a tree which grew out of the 
rocks, and how, by t is means, I discovered 
a path which led me to a placa of safety, 
from whence I crawled to my hut and 
nursed my wounds. 
I determined then, 
when I was strong, to convince myself 
whether this path was made by nature or 
man. If by man, but one being could have 
formed it—-the Cain of the Silver Isle, who 
in a paroxysm of jealous love treacherously 
killed his brother. 
“ Anxious to make myself acquainted 
with every detail of the tragedy that at 
this distance of time could be gathered to­ 
gether, I enlisted Joseph Sylvester, who 
was most industrious in collecting all the 
hearsay connected with the subject. Such 
a story, transmitted from generation to 
generation, of course becomes twisted and 
dotted with fantastic features ; but the 
main points remain, and can be eliminated 
from the fanciful creations, and these I 
have taken and placed with cle&ruess and 
consistency. I cannot well explain iny 
motive, txeept that the tragedy appeared 
to be directly connected with the task I 
had set myself. Joseph naturally took 
great interest in the story, partly- for its 
own sake as a wild and gloomy episode in 
human life, but chiefly because the girl’s 
name was Evangeline. This was sufficient 
to enchain his imagination, and it has also 
captivated the imagination of our own 
Evangeline, from whom Joseph hides 
nothing. She tells me that she sometimes 
dreams of her namesake. I have endeav­ 
ored, without success, to make light of the 
subject iu my conversations with Evange­ 
line ; I did not wish her to dwell morbidly 
upon it ; but I cannot wonder that she 
should often speak of it when my own 
mind is so continually dwelling upon the 
theme. 
“ Other matters, after 1 got well, pre­ 
venting the immediate execution of my' 
purposes, it was quite three months before 
1 was enabled to apply myself seriously to 
my task. I felt that it was likely' to prove 
a difficult one, and 1 wished to have a clear 
time before me. Some parts of this moun­ 
tain are subject to land-elip?, and although 
1 am not aware of .an avalanche of any 
magnitude occurring, I have had myself to 
guard against convulsions slight in them­ 
selves, but sufficient to prove fatal to life. 
“ One morning I set forth from my' hut, 
accompanied by’ my dosr Leontine. 
I 
strapped a blanket round my shoulders in 
case I should be benighted, and I provided 
myself with food, and a gourd for water. 
A lightax and a short-handled shovel com­ 
pleted my equipments. 
“ It was not without difficulty that I 
found the narrow path which led to the 
outer surface of the rocks. When I first 
discovered it I was in pain and great ex- 
citcmect, aud my only aim was to reach 
rny hut in safety. I paid then do attention 
to its conformation, and even the circum­ 
stance that for some distance it had been 
tunneled had escaped my memory', perhaps 
even my notice. 
Since I last passed 
through this tunnel a quantity of loose 
earth had fallen ; this I cleared away’, and 
in the course of the afternoon, after much 
labor, I emerged from the tunnel into open 
daylight. From the month of the tunnel 
the path stretched onwards for about twenty 
yards, and there terminated—of necessity, 
for the sheer surface of the rock was 
reached. 
I recognized the tree whose 
stout branches had preserved me from be­ 
ing cut to pieces on the jutting rocks, and 
tired with my exertions, I sat down, with 
my face to the sea, and partook of the 


food I had brought, Leontine sharing with 
me. The meal being over, I lay full length 
on a flat surface of roek, with my hand 
ruund Leontiue’s neck, uttered my thoughts 
aloud. The dog listened to me with an 
appearance of sagacity, and at the same 
time with a watchful eye for my safety. I 
had chosen a perilous resting-place; an 
enemy creeping up behind me might with a 
light push have sent me rolling to the bot­ 
tom of the cliffs; but no enemy was near, 
aud. my hand was steady, my eye true, 
and my mind clear. I could not help 
smiling at the thought of what might occur 
where Harold, Mauvain, and I imprisoned 
on this spot, with old grudges to satisfy, 
and holding each other in bitter contempt. 
“ ‘ It would be a rare test of courage,’ I 
said aloud. * If something most precious 
depended upon life or death, how then, 
Leontine? There is truth in wine, they 
say. So when a man’s sonl is racked and 
tempest-tossed, his true nature is revealed. 
The many rave and threaten ; the few- en­ 
dure, and smile at fate.’ 
“ Autumn flowers grew everywhere 
around me ; various-colored grasses waved 
in the breath of light breezes; insects 
with gossamer-wings threw fairy shadows 
over the velvet moss which carpeted the 
trunk of the ancient tree. Nature is 
bounteous in her gifts, and clothes the 
loneliest spots with beauty. 
“ ‘Impossible to say,’ I said to my dog, 
when, after a contemplation of these 
eternal miracles, my thoughts returned to 
my project, ‘impossible to say at this 
distance of timo whether the road we 
have traversed was formed by Nature or 
man. If by man, there must have been 
a purpose in view. 
W hat purpose, 
leontine, aud did his work esd here? 
It is scarcely probable it was undertaken 
to arrive at this barren result. 
Cer­ 
tainly there ¡3 from this point a very 
tine prospect, and one can enjoy it without 
fear of observation on the part of the 
islanders; but that is not a great advan­ 
tage, for the prospect is equally line from 
the top of the mountain, and one is not 
likely to be disturbed by the intrusion of 
his kind. W hat discovery might one make 
iu this lonely spot, more secluded even than 
our mountain huts? I might split open an 
ancient rock and release a toad, who would 
not thank me for bringing it into the light; 
or a spirit might guide us by a sa’e road to 
the mysterious depth in whioh Evangeline 
and her bridegroom found their grave. 
Such is life, Leontine ; one day smiling 
and happy, the next imbedded in a grief 
which time alone can kill. Y’our eyes are 
fixed on that beetle whose burnished scales 
reflect gorgeous colors of green and gold 
aud purple. A handsome fellow, Leontine, 
beyond the painter’s art. How lovely is 
the sea, with the sunlight playing on it. 
An ocean of living jewels ! It stretches to 
shores I have trodden in pain and weari­ 
ness. A bitter world lies beyond these 
seas; but for the matter of that there is 
bitterness enough within this girdle. There 
is a taint iu our blood, my dog. Wie fret 
and fuiut with desire ; we lay our heavy 
hand upon the weak, and hold them down 
while they suffer. 
It proves our own 
righteousness, Leontine. What have you 
found, dumb friend ? A treasure? 
“ Leontine was busy scratching tbs earth 
from a spot nearer even to the edge of the 
precipice than the rock on which 1 lay, 
and presently she came to my side, and iu 
a way I understood besought my assistance. 
I shifted to the spot which had interested 
her, and saw that she had scratched the 
earth away from what looked like a piece 
of rusty iron. At first I regarded it with 
no interest, but suddenly it flashed upon 
me that if it was iron which Leontine had 
partly laid bare it was an evidence of man’s 
work. The moment this occurred to me I 
started to my feet and dug my pick into 
the rock to complete the discovery ; the 
consequence was that I almost lost my 
balance, there wa3 so little room to swing 
the arm with freedom. The danger escaped, 
I proceeded with greater caution, and 
loosening the roek and earth around and 
above the metal, saw that it wa3 part of a 
chain which must have lain buried for 
many scores of years. My journey was not 
destined to bo fruitless ; man had been here 
before me. 
“ My interest being now thoroughly 
awakened, I went to work with a will. 
Link by link I foiced from the rock a 
chain at least sixty feet in length, and com­ 
ing to the last link found that it was fixed 
to an iron ring whieh wa3 firmly imbedded 
in the rook. W ith all my strength I strove 
to detach the ring, but could not move it, 
so well had the work been done. When 
I was convinced that I could not remove 
the ring from the rock, I blamed myself 
fur my folly in attempting it. Had I suc­ 
ceeded I should have placed a difficulty in 
my own way ; for was it not likely that 
this chain was an important step in the 
discovery of a secret w hich had been hid­ 
den from human knowledge for genera­ 
tions ? 
“ It had been no light task to fix it so 
firmly in the rock ; it was a serious work, 
seriously performed, with a distinct and 
definite motive. Of what nature was this 
motive ? 
“ As I considered, playing with the coils 
of the chain with my foot, it slipped over 
the rock with a startling crash, and hung 
sheer down. Quickly I tested whether it 
would bear the weight of a man. There 
was no doubt of it. It would boar the 
weight of two such men as I. Without 
further thought I grasped it firmly, and 
commenced to descend. That there was 
danger in wliat I was doing did not occur 
to me ; I was, indeed, animated by a spirit 
of exhilaration. 
I remember now, and 
shall remember to the last day of my life, 
the expression in Leontine’s face as I 
looked up and saw her peering down upon 
me. The expression was almost human in 
its intense sympathy with my exploit, aud 
as I descended, looking upwards at my 
dog, with the sky flying from me into 
illimitable hights, I exulted in the thought 
that there was one creature in the world 
who would be faithful to me to the death. 
I had but to call ‘ Leontine ! ’ and she 
would leap into the void without fear at 
the sound of my voice. She would meet 
her certain death. Well, a faithful death 
ranks next to a faithful life. And man 
and beast can die but once. It is but a 
question of a little time ; the day will be 
sure to come when there will be no to­ 
morrow.

TnF. B est P igeon S core U n d e r E n ­ 
g lish R u le s on R eco rd .—Paul Francke, 
a wealthy gentleman of St. Joseph, Mo., 
aud President of the St. Joseph Gun Club, 
is reeoguized in the West as the most en­ 
thusiastic supporter of pigeon shooting 
under English rules in America. Mr. 
Francke’s very abundant means, time and 
inclinations enable him to do more for the 
encouragement of the English method of 
trap-shooting than any other one gentle­ 
man. 
Under Mr. Francke’s patronage 
Fred. Erb, Jr., developed into the very 
graceful and proficient shot he is even. 
where recognized to be. In his practii e 
shooting preparatory to his great match 
with the world’s champion, Bogardus, at 
St. Louis in May last, Erb, Jr., found in 
Mr Francke a very close competitor. 
Quite naturally, Mr. Francke is proud of 
his success at trap under Euglish rules, 
and seldom fails to impress on his shooting 
fri- nds the advantages he claims for the 
English rules over the American custom of 
short distance ami plunge-traps. A very 
great admirer of Mr. Francke as a gentle­ 
man and sportsman is H. C. Pierce of St. 
Louis, a gentleman always a fair field shot, 
but comparatively unaccustomed to pigeon 
shooting. The organization of the .St. 
Louis Gun Club in 1875 developed in Mr. 
Pierce an excellent shot at pigeons umh r 
the club rules. Mr. Pierce shoots entirely 
for recreation, and has in a few instances, 
to settle a question of superiority’, 
matched himself against members of 
the St. Louis Gun Club. In each instance 
he came off victorious. 
In a match with 
C. Jeff Clark, shot cn the Club grounds in 
St. Louis in 1877, with Captain Bogardus 
as referee, Mr. Pierce scored thirty 
double birds, the entire number shot at. 
Later during the same year, Mr. Pierce in 
a match on the grounds of the St. Louis 
Gun Club, with Taylor Bissell, scored 
thirty six double birds out of forty, shot 
at 21 yards rise, tame pigeons. 
These 
matches, together with a single bird match 
at 21 yards rise, in which Mr. Pierce 
killed thirty-three straight, gave Mr. 
Pierce a reputation at home as a more than 
ordinary single-bird Bhot at sir rt dis­ 
tances. During the two seasons last past, 
whieh Mr. Francke aud Mr. Pierce sported 
together, hunting in the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, naturally they discussed the merits 
of the favorite recreation of both, that of 
trap-shooting at pigeons, and it was mutu­ 
ally understood that the first favorable op­ 
portunity would se'tle the question of 
superiority. At the Missouri State Sports­ 
men’s Associations Annual Convention, 
held at Macon, Mo., June 1st, 21, .’Id and 
4th, these two friends, mid contenders for 
honors, met, each there representing their 
respective organizations as delegates. As 
usual on expeditions when the gun is 
prominent. Mr. Francke was accompanied 
by Fred. Erb. Jr., who aided by bis sug­ 
gestions Mr. Francke’s success at the traps. 
Mr. Francke at once commenced the, to 
him, never-tiring controversy, and in isted 
the time for a settlement had arrived ; 
he had brought to Macon the very 
traps used in St. Louis by Captain 
Bogardus and 
Fred Erb, Jr., 
and 
offered to shoot a match for* purse of 8200 
in gold, under strictly English rules. At 
the suggestion of several of Mr. Pierce’s 
friends, Mr. Pierce requested Mr. Francke 
to name the match in every dcfail, at tin 
same time stating he had never seen Eng­ 
lish rules at all, or English traps, until be 
saw the match between Captain Bogardus 
and Frederick Erb, Jr., at St. Louis, and 
knew nothing about that style of trap- 
shooting. After the tournament shootinii 
on Thursday, June 3d. Mr. Francke an 
nounccd to Mr. Pierce the following as the 
terms for their match : Purse, 8200 in 
gold ; 50 wild pigeons each man ; 5 ground 
traps ; 30yards rise ; English Hurlinghain 
Club rules ; Mr. Pierce to be allowed to 
use his ten-bore gun, and in return Fred­ 
erick Erb, Jr., to select the wild pigeons 
out of several thousand then in coop, aud 
act as Mr. Francke’s judge and retriever of 
birds. Five o’clock a. m., on June 4th, 
was the hour named for the match. Al­ 
though both principals dt sired to have as 
few people present as possible, the match 
hour found fully 500 people on the grounds. 
As a heavy wind, amounting to almost a 
tornado, was blowing, wagers were very 
freely offered that neither contestant would 
score 40 dead birds. 
Mr. Francke bet 
heavily against Mr. Pierce’s killing 40. and 
declined to hack himself against that score, 
although the day before he had backed 
himself to score 45. T. H. Burtt acted as 
judge for Mr. Pierce, John W. Munson as 
referee, and J. B. C. Lucas as puller—all 
members of the St. Louis Gun Club. Mr. 
Burtt won the dice, and Mr. Francke faced 
the traps for the first shot. The following 
is the score :

2 indicates when second barrel was used. 
There were only two challenges during 
the entire match. The first bird of Mr. 
Pierce’s was challenged for boundary’ ; 
upon inspection by the judges it was found 
to be three inches outside of the SO-yards 
bonndarv. 
Mr. Pierces twenty-fourth 
bird fell, when shot, within two yards of 
the trap, but after Mr. Pierce had left the 
score flew to a building near by, from 
where it fell to the ground dead. Mr. 
Pierce’s forty-ninth bird was a clean miss, 
the only one of his entire fifty birds. At 
Fred. Erb, Jr.’s suggestion the traps were 
so set as to have the wind in favor of the 
birds, aud as a result every one out of the 
entire on» hundred were strong starters, 
and upon the falling apart of the trap 
darted away low down over the dark grass 
as only a strong wild pigeon can. To 
any one acquainted with Mr. Francke 
or Fred. Erb, Jr., there can be no 
question that eveiy’ detail of the English 
rules were strictly enforced. To add to 
the wonder of the score, the morning was 
dark, the wind blowing a very' gale from 
the score to the traps, and the traps them­ 
selves were painted as near the color of the 
grass ou the ground near them as possible. 
As the great match in August, 1878, shot 
in England, between Captain Bogardus and 
A ubey Coventry, yielded but seventy- 
nine birds out of one hundred, and the 
late match in St. I^oiiis between Captain 
Bogardus and Fred. Erb, Jr., but eighty- 
six for Captain Bogardus out of one hun­ 
dred, Mr. Pierce's score stands as the best 
on record, and he may well feel proud of 
his first score under English rules. It may 
prove of interest to know that Mr. Pierce, 
in his right-hand barrel, U3ed five drams 
of “ C " Dittmar powder, covered with 
three pink-edge wads, one and one-quarter 
ounces No. S chilled shot covered with 
one card-board wad, the shell firmly 
crimped. The same load in his left-hand 
barrel, with the sulistitutinn of five drams 
of Dupont’s Eagle Duck No. 1 for Dittmar 
powder.—[St. Louis Corrrespondent Chi­ 
cago Field. 
T he Pompano of C alifornia.—A fish 
¡3 caught on the coast of California 
which is called by the fishermen “ pom- 
pano” or “ pompino,” and like the homony­ 
mous species of our own Eastern coast, is 
much esteemed as food. It has, however, 
no close affinity to the pompano of our 
Southern waters, and the two belong even 
to different families. The Eastern pom­ 
pano is a representative of the family 
Carangids, and is known as the Trachy- 
notus Carolina*. The Pacific coast species 
is a member of the family Stromateids, and 
its relationships are with the Poronotu* 
trincan. Thus, the Poronotu* is variously 
known as the butter-fish (New Y'ork and 
Massachusetts), harvest-fish (New Jersey), 
and dollar fish (Maine), to the fishermen of 
coast. 
The Californian fish, 
how­ 
ever, 
is not a Poronotu*, but a 
true 
Stromatru*, 
and 
its 
proper 
name is SlromaJrus simillimu*. 
Mr. 
Lockington in his report on the food 


fishes of California has given some inter­ 
esting details respecting it, which we here 
reproduce : “ Poronotus simillimu*, Ayres, 
Pompino—The species was first described 
by Dr. Ayres (Proceedings California 
Academy, vul 2, page 84, figure on page 
85) in December, 1800, and accompanied 
by a tolerable outline figure. Dr. Ay res 
states that in the course of seven years he 
saw three or four specimens ; but this year 
at least it is far more abundant, as I have 
seen as inaDy as thirty or forty oil t he same 
stall on many occasions. 
As with the 
other Seomlteroitls, the examples brought 
to tills market are usually caught in Monte­ 
rey bay, which appears to form the north­ 
ern limit of many species of fish. Crustacea, 
and eehinodcrmus. The Italian fishermen 
call this species * pompino,’ and this must 
be accepted, in the absence of any other, 
as its English name. I am informed that 
a fish called ‘pompino,’ on the Atlantic 
coast, is considered to be the most deliea'.e 
of all fishes. Thisis Trachynotusearoliaus, a 
very different species. Oar 'pompiLo’ is also 
highly prized as a delicate morsel, and is 
one of the dearest fishes in the market. 
This species has been more or less abund­ 
ant •throughout the whole of the winter 
and spring, but during part of the time 
the catch has been principally composed of 
very small individuals, not above three or 
four inches long, which certainly should 
not have been caught at all. Most of these 
small ones are, if I have been rightly in­ 
formed, taken in this bay of Sm Fran­ 
cisco, to which this species is an occasional 
visitant, aud the high price the sp-oies 
commands tempts the fishermen to caich 
all they can find. An adult pompino meas 
nres from eight to ten inches in length. 
This lish may be identified at once by the 
total absence of ventral fins, while its 
thin, broad, oval body, bright steely color, 
aud dorsal fin with oniy a single spine, are 
other conspicuous features. It is covered 
with rather small, smooth scales.”

President Eliot of Harvard College, and 
Mrs. Eliot, are going to Europe tins sum­ 
mer. 
A reduction of twenty-five per cent, in 
the room rents will be made at Princetou 
next year. 
South Middle College, the oldest dormi­ 
tory at Yale, and the favorite resort of 
sophomores, is to be remodeled throughout. 
Dr. A. M. Brockway, of New York, a 
graduate of 1857, is compiling a catalogue 
of the Hamilton alumni now living in New 
York. 
The New York State Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion will meet at Canandaigua this year, on 
Tuesday, July 20th, the session continuing 
until Thursday evening. 
It has become a Harvard custom to con­ 
fer upon the Governor of Massachusetts 
the degree of LL.D. the first Commence­ 
ment day after his inauguration. 
The Yale alumni at the coming Com­ 
mencement will elect a new member of the 
corporation to succeed the Hon. William 
Walter Phelps, whose term expires. 
Principals of first grade grammar schools 
in Chicago are to receive §1,500, §1,000 
and §1,700 respectively for the first, sec­ 
ond and third years of their service. 
Professor Cheater of Hamilton College, 
contemplates an expedition to Northern 
Minnesota during the summer months. He 
will probably be accompanied by several of 
the students. 
The graduates of Brown University have 
nominated Joseph H. Walker of Worces­ 
ter, the Rev. Edward Judson of Orange, 
N. .J., and Professor George I. Chace for 
the vacant trusteeships of the University.

As a rule people only 
read trash because they are not acquainted 
with more artistic work, and trash - rea 1 ers 
can be easily converted to a pnrer taste by 
furnishing them with better novels, since 
the best novels are always the most inter­ 
esting. 
Of course a small library like ours 
must be content with a gradual growth. It 
cannot hope to keep pace with the presses 
which are constantly pouring new books on 
the m arket, nor 
is it 
desirable 
that 
it should do so. 
W here the means are 
limited, however, it is tbe more necessary 
th at every purchase should be made With 
sound judgment, and though tbe public 
requires SO per cent.. of fiction to 20 per 
cent, of solid matter, it does not follow 
that books should be bought in exactly 
these proportions. 
It should rather be 
made an object to Jill up the shelves w ith 
standard works which are not new, but 
have stood the test of a few years. 
A t least 
nine-tenths of all new books are soon laid 
aside and forgotten, but a judicious com­ 
mittee may go on for years spending a 
few hundred dollars at a time upon stand­ 
ard books, without coming to the end of 
its desiderata, or burdening its shelves 
with useless volumes. 
On the whole the 
Sacramento Library appears to be doing 
very well, and its report fully vindicates 
tbe wisdom of the arrangements through 
which it wa3 secured to the public.

LIBRARY 
STATISTICS 


The annual report of the Sacramento 
Free Library, which we published yester­ 
day, indicates a very gratifying state of 
affairs in th at institution. 
It is evident 
th at tbe public fully appreciate its advan­ 
tages, and th at it has already done much 
to stim ulate a taste for reading in the com­ 
munity. 
W e observe th a t the Librarian 
attributes the large percentage ot fiction 
called for, to the w ant of more solid liter­ 
ature on the shelves ; but though we have 
no doubt that the efficiency of the library 
in its higher departm ents may easily be 
increased, we do not think th at the per­ 
centage of fiction 
cightv-five—is much 
above tlie average. 
A somewhat careful 
impose upon examination of library reports in all parts 
of this country and Europe has satisfied us 
that the demand for fiction everywhere 
attains a percentage of seventy to eighty 
of the whole demand. 
This is the case in 
such centers of intellectual culture as 
Boston, and it is one of the curions facts 
about reading that the appetite for novels 
remains so constant. 
Generally speakiDg 
twenty per cent, is quite as much as can 
be expected for all other kinds of litera­ 
ture. 
The reasons no doubt are, that more 
people have some acquaintance with novels 
than with books of a more solid kind, and 
th at more people go to public libraries m 
search of recreation than for instruction.

Being Some Account of the Evolution of 
a Fashionable Watering-Place. 


Every one who has given the subject 
any consideration knows th at watering- 
places are not governed by the laws which 
control commercial centers. 
Trade is a 
question of demand and supply, of facili­ 
ties of transportation, of central situations, 
of low rents, and other factors which can 
be estimated with some approach to pre­ 
cision. 
But nobody can calculate the des­ 
tiny of a watering-place, for it is dependent 
upon that most capricious and volatile of 
all influences, called Fashion. 
At present 
the greatest watering-place in England is 
Brighton. 
I t is a beautiful place, and de­ 
serves tc be the favorite resort it is. 
But 
for something like a thousand years its 
attractions remained utterly unregarded, 
and it was only when, in 1784, the Prince 
of Wales (afterwards George the Fourth), 
was pleased with the place, and caused a 
hideous structure called the Pavilion to be 
erected there, th at the world discovered 
bow charming a summer residence could 
be had within a couple of hours' drive 
from 
London. 
A 
similar caprice 
has 
marked 
the 
rise 
of 
nearly 
all 
the most flourishing and popular watering- 
places in the U nited States. 
Saratoga, 
Cape May, Long Branch, and a score of 
equally well-known 
resorts, have owed 
their prominence far more to chance inci­ 
dents than to appreciation of their solid 
attractions, and this appears to be the reg­ 
ular order of things, against which it is 
vain to rebel. 
I t is therefore not to be 
wondered at th at Monterey, though per­ 
haps the best kuotvn of all California sea­ 
side places, and though industriously w rit­ 
ten up for over a quarter of a century by 
all kinds of litterateurs and verse-makers, 
should have remained untouched by the 
subtle spirit of Progress which has thrilled 
through every other part of the State, and 
should have done little more in all these 
years tliau earn its sobriquet of the Sleepy 
Hollow of California. 
And in truth no 
one who visited Monterey six months ago 
could have perceived any reason why 
it should ever awake from its chronic 
lethargy. 
Six 
years 
ago 
a 
nar­ 
row-gauge 
railroad 
connected 
it 
with 
the rest of the world. 
Such a change 
would have been a new departure for any 
other place, but Monterey only opened one 
eye lazily, winked at the railroad, and im­ 
mediately sank into deeper slumber than 
ever. 
A ll sorts of tourists and travelers 
have visited the place, and all alike have 
commented on the marvelous placidity and 
unemotional happiness which marks the 
lives of the Moutereyans. 
Generally this 
has been attributed to the sluggish nature 
of the Spanish blood th at predominates in 
the community, but this is not the true ex­ 
planation. 
Monterey was made by nature 
for recreative and recuperative purposes, 
and the consequence is that all who live 
there pass the indolent, dreamy, placid and 
careless existence which active participants 
in the battle of life know only during their 
brief and infrequent visits to springs and 
watering-places. 


THE OLD TOWN'. 
Monterey is accustomed to neglect and 
even oblivion. 
After Viseaino discovered 
it iu 16U2, it was altogether forgotten for 
the greater part of two centuries, and until 
Pórtala found it again, w ithout recogniz­ 
ing it. 
The mission was not established 
until the third attem pt, in 1770. 
Thu: i: 
is evident that tho law of the place is pa­ 
tient expectation, and that there is nothing 
in its history to justify us iu looking for 


bucIi steady or constant progress as merely 
commercial entrepots exhibit. 
B ut there 
are many peculiarities about Mouterey. 
The Californian affects to regard it with 
special reverence and affectiou, for it con­ 
stitutes his one little connection w ith a 
decent antiquity, and is further memorable 
for its relations to the early history of the 
State. 
It is the only place to which we 
can take our visitors who seek ruins of any 
kind, and while we profess to think a good 
deal of these relics—the old Colton House, 
where the first Constitution was drafted, 
the Cuartel, the fort, the mission churches 
at Mouterey and Carmel, the cross of Pór­ 
tala, and so forth—nobody pnt? forth 
a tiDger to save any of these monumental 
buildings from the utter wreck and ruin to 
which they are fast hastening. 
It is odd 
th at with so many Societies of Pioneers iu 
the State, none of 
these organizations 
should have thought it worth while to a t­ 
tem pt the piescrvation of any of these 
quaint and interesting places. 
It would 
seem that the Pioneers exist principally for 
the purpose of banqueting oue another, 
and lccounting old stories of a somniferous 
character, but that they have a rooted ob­ 
jection to spending their money upon any­ 
thing w hich may be considered practically 
useful. 
The historic attractions.of Mon- 
tery are, however, fortunately not all so 
perishable. 
The spot wheie the austere 
fanatic Junípero Serra lauded will be 
pointed out for centuries, though the tree 
upon which he hupg’his bells has already 
fallen. 
The ruins of tho old fort from 
whose battlem ents Commodore Sloat re­ 
moved the Mexican (lag, when he bad won 
th at sailing-match with the Euglish Ad­ 
miral which probably decided whether 
California should lie 
a British colony 
or an 
American 
State, 
will soon 
be 
gone, 
but 
the 
elevation 
ou 
which 
it 
stood 
will 
remain,

possibility of any real awakening before 
the appointed time, as the people in the 
Palace of the Sleeping Beauty.

THE GENESIS OF A WATERINO-PIACE. 
W e have uow to narrate a series of facts 
which though strictly true and soberly 
practical, may appear to carry a flavor of 
the inventivo audacity of Duma3, or the 
maquifieent Oriental imaginativeness of the 
Arabian Nights Entertainments, rather than 
the ordinary events of this every-day world. 
A t the beginning of the present year the 
Directors of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company were moved to purchase a tract 
of land in the vicinity of M onterey, and to 
build there a hotel of the first class. Now 
the building of hotels and the buyiDg of 
land may seem very commonplace perform­ 
ances, but in the present case the rule does 
not hold good. 
The amount of land pur­ 
chased was seven thousand acres, and in 
the m idst of a wood of venerable and 
magnificent oaks and pines, some of which 
are from a hundred to a hundred and fifty 
feet high, and five or six feet in diameter, 
it was decided to build the new hotel. 
The project was very largely Mr. Charles 
Crocker’s, and his energy and push have 
been distinguishable’ throughout its pro­ 
gress. 
It was at the end of February that 
he stood talking to Mr. A rthur Brown, who 
was the architect and designer of the 
building, ou tbe selected site, and it 
was then he remarked that the hotel, to 
be opened this year at all, should be 
completed by the first of June. 
To an 
ordinary architect such a proposition would 
have been absurd, and indeed Mr. Crocker 
did not himself seriously intend to require 
the completion of the undertaking within 
the time named. 
Mr. Brown, however,, 
had been employed 011 railroad work so 
many years th at he had acquired a strong 
conviction of*the necessity of carrying out 
all orders to the day and hour, and there­ 
fore he never thought of questioning his 
chief’s decree, but set himself at once to 
build the hotel. 
Be it understood that 
this was no slight or temporary or small 
edifice, but a most claliorate, handsome, 
spacious and composite structure, of which 
every detail must be thoroughly worked 
out, in which no scamping would be per­ 
m itted, and which therefore called for the 
best possible work iu the shortest possible 
time. 
N ext to the marvels of Aladdin’s 
Lamp and the Count of Monte Cristo, it 
is probable th at the most wonderful feat 
of building on record is th at of Fonthill 
Abbey, by the celebrated Beokford, the 
author 
of 
“ V athek.” 
Possessed 
of 
enormous wealth, and im patient to see the 
design completed, he employed double re­ 
lays of mechanics, and pushed forward the 
work night and day until it was finished. 
In th at case, however, haste was at the 
expense of stability, for one of tbe great 
towers, which he had caused to be built 
by torchlight, fell down soon after it was 
finished, and a part of the main building 
also collapsed. 
No such risks were run in 
the construction of 


THE HOTEL DEL MONTF.. 
The admirable subdivision of labor, and 
perfect discipline, which are necessary 
adjuncts to great railroad companies, came 
into play here. 
The mills and shops of the 
company were able to fill all the requisi­ 
tions for lathe 
and 
scroll-work. 
The 
entire outfit for the hotel was purchased in 
the shape of raw material, and worked up 
in the house. 
The enterprise was pushed 
forward with indomitable determination. 
To give an idea of what we mean by that 
phrase we will state th at on one occasion 
it rained so persistently th at it seemed 
impossible to mix the plaster and carry it 
without spoiling into the house. To obviate 
this sheds were built over the plaster-beds, 
and extra-men were employed to carry 
umbrellas over the hods of plaster as they 
were taken into the houee. 
No obstacle, 
in fact, was allowed to interfere with the 
work. Mr. Brown had been told to get the 
hotel finished by tho beginning of June, 
and he was going to accomplish it. 
Un­ 
limited means, skilled labor, trained intelli­ 
gence and thorough discipline won tbe 
day, even against the heaviest odds, and 
when the 31 of June arrived the Hotel 
Del Moute was complete from basement to 
garret-, and ready for occupation. 
The 
whole of 
the 
furniture was 
made in 
the 
house. 
Even the sprmg-beds and 
liair-mattresses 
were 
manufactured 
there, 
and 
with 
a 
special 
view 
to 
their 
excellence, 
which 
is 
fully 
borne 
out 
by 
actual 
experiment. 
It 
was the intention that everything should 
he as good as possible, as perfect as possi­ 
ble, as comfortable and convenient as pos­ 
sible, and the general result ¡3 a magnificent 
illustration of what capital and enterprise 
together can effect. 
The Hotel Del Moute 
was designed by Mr. Brown. 
I t is in the 
Queen Anne, or E istlake sty le ; a com­ 
posite architecture combining the Italian, 
Gothic and Rustic, in a somewhat hetero­ 
dox but assuredly picturesque result. 
For 
its surroundings indeed we doubt whether 
a more sympathetic and appropriate design 
could have been chosen. 
The building is 
unbosomed iu trees, of a noble and majes­ 
tic character, and it is in keeping with 
them. 
I t is spacious, being three.hundred 
and seven ty 
long jind front seventy- 
five to one hundred feet deep. 
It ¡9 re­ 
lieved by towers and wings which rise to a 
bight of four and five stories. 
The interior 
is finished throughout in the Eistlake style, 
and tho hall, reading-room, ladies’ billiard- 
room and ladies’ parlor, are provided with 
open fire-pluces aud tiled hearths and man­ 
tels.

A walk of a quarter of a 
mile brings one to the sea shore, where a 
large double bath-house has been built, 
and every arrangement made for the com­ 
fort of those who use it. 
Here Mr. Daly, 
for many years swimming-master at Santa 


Cruz, is employed to watch over the safety 
of the bathers, and to give them instruc­ 
tion. 
In front of the bath house a raft is 
moored some distance out iu the bay, 
and a life-line stretches from it to the 
shore. 
The beach, as is well known, is 
composed of the finest aud purest white 
sand, and no better bottom for a bathing- 
ground can possible be desired. It, in fact, 
constitutes 
tbe 
very ideal 
luxury of 
bathing. 
SCENERY, CLIMATE, ETC. 
The surroundings of the new hotel are 
rural altogether, and thé energy ef tl.e 
Pacific 
Improvement Company, 
which 
owns the property, is leaving nothing un­ 
done that can add to the beauty and com­ 
pleteness of the place. 
A race-course, 
croquet grounds, all kinds of arrangements 
for games and sports of every sort, are being 
prepared with the swiftness and thorough­ 
ness which have marked every detail of 
the enterprise. 
Flowers and shrubs have 
been conveyed in pots to the grounds, and 
there planted and attended so carefully 
th at they have at ouce adapted them ­

The alg® of Monterey are many 
of them extremely beautiful, and those 
who have sounded the shell question to the 
very bottom assert, with pardonable pride, 
that there are two hundred and fifty dis­ 
tinct varieties. 


ASrECTS OF NATURE AND RELICS OF MAN. 
Those who insist on beauty of scenery 
may be fully gratified a t Monterey. 
The 
situation of the old town itself is charm­ 
ingly picturesque, seated as it is on the 
gentle slope of the hill, with the white- 
sanded beach at its feet ever receiving the 
blue ripples of the bay, and the dark-green 
forest rising behind it to the very summits 
of its inclosing hills. 
B ut whoso wishes 
to see the very best the neighborhood af­ 
fords must drive over these hills and 
through the pleasant-scented woods, until 
he comes once more upon the Pacific, and 
the ineffable beauties of Carmel Bay steal 
gently upon him. 
It is a very jewel of a 
bay. 
Small, delicately turned, adorned 
with the most dazzlingly white beach of 
virgin sand, its waters arc of the very 
deepest and most lustrous ultram arine 
blue, and the green fields come down al­ 
most to its very edge, as though to em­ 
brace so delightful a neighbor.

ruius of tbe old church of San Carlos. Tiie 
Catholic Church ought to preserve, if it 
docs not restore, this venerable edifice, 
and since fifteen California Governors are 
said to be buried there, and since the mor­ 
tal remains of Junipero Serra were de­ 
posited there, though it is alleged th a t 
they could Dot subsequently be discovered, 
it might seem th at some obligation was 
laid upon the State to a t least solicit a t­ 
tention to this m atter. 
As it is, the old 
church is rapidly decaying, partly under the 
influence of 
the 
weather 
and 
time, 
and 
partly 
because 
tho 
tourist 
idiot 
has 
a 
passion 
for 
carrying 
away 
fragments 
of 
tho 
building, 
and 
al­ 
ways prefers the capitals of pillars, or 


pieces of friezes, or volutes, or cornices, 
or something the removal of which pro 
duces tbe most scandalous and hopeless 
defacement. 
The manner in which the 
tourist idiot, male and female, has be­ 
daubed ar.d biscrawled the Saa Carlos 
Church with its legionary but insignificant 
name, is simply disgusting. 
As every such 
inscription is an unanswerable demon­ 
stration 
that the scribe 
was 
a 
fool,, 
the number of 
these unconscious cou- 
fessions of imbecility becomes oppressive 
aud even discouraging. 
I t would almost 
seein as though all tho people who had 
visited the place were imbeciles, or that 
Vandalism was the normal tendency of 
tourists everywhere. 
It is a shame that 
this old building, possessing so many aud 
interesting 
associations, should 
be de­ 
livered 
over 
to 
the 
brutalities 
of 
perambulating 
hoodlums, 
and 
if 
the 
Church has not energy and self-respect 
enough to take care of the edifice, it might 
at least permit the State to assume the 
charge. 
We would ' not have the old 
church restored, for th a t would spoil it : 
but it should be protected from tbe weather 
by being inclosed iuaryugh lumber casing, 
leaving plenty of room to walk all round 
every part of it. 


'fcJlK SEQUENCE OF MONTER K i’S LONG DREAM. 
And so Monterey’s long d r,am is broken 
at last, aud henceforth she will be as mueh 
alive as it is either proper or desirable 
that she should be. 
H er destiny is not 
th at of a trading center. 
She will not 
produce millionaires. 
No stock exchanges 
will establish themselves in her peaceful 
antediluvian streets. I t is her lot to be the 
fashionable and favorite watering-place of 
California ; the resort of invalids from less 
genial climes ; 
a winter as well as 
a 
summer haunt for people in delicate health ; 
iu fact a Sanitarium of the prosperous kind 
that 
lias 
received the 
im primatur 
of 
Fashion. 
Tho Hotel Del Monte has settled 
this question, for it has revealed for the 
first time all the jiossihilities of the place.

the lailroad, brought it within easy reach 
of everybody. 
Its pleasaut climate, its in­ 
teresting associations, its natural beauties, 
its fine bathing, will all combine to render 
it more popular from year to year, and we 
may be sure th at in a little while its claims 
w ill be recognized by th at st.ad y exten­ 
sion of country-house building in the neigh­ 
borhood which always attends such re­ 
vivals. 
Monterey has thus reached her 
renaissance after all, and wc have no ap­ 
prehensions that the era of prosperity now 
beginning fur her will suff r any checks 
hereafter, save those to which all human 
enterprises and efforts are exposed. 


COUNTY 
OFFICERS' 
FEES. 


The following opinion of Attorney-General 
H art ar to the effect of the new Constitution 
upon special fee and salary laws passed before 
its adoption, aud as to the extent of the 
power of Boards of Supervisors in fixing the 
compensation of county and township offi­ 
cers, will he of interest to couuty officers 
an i Supervisors throughout the State, as 
large numbers of letters are constantly being 
received by tbe Attorney-General upon the 
subject : 
S a c r a m e n t o. July 2, 1840. 
James Branham, Esq., District Attorney 
of Las-eu county—Dear Sir ; Y uurlttterof 
the 14th uit. is now before me, and in reply I 
beg leave to say that the inquiry contained in 
that letter involves two questions, both of 
which, being matters about which there has 
been no judicial determination, are somewhat 
difficult of solution. 
The officers of your 
county, as appears from your letter, have 
hitherto acted under a s|iecial lee and salary 
law, and the 1 legislature at its last session did 
nut repeal that law. 
The question is as to 
the proper construction to be given to sub­ 
division 21 of Section 4046 of the Polit ical Cod?, 
as amended at the lastoession of the Legislature, 
which provides that the Board of Supervis­ 
ors shall have power “ to fix the compensa­ 
tion of all county amW township officers not 
otherwise paid.” In construing that Roction 
it will not do to eliminate from the section 
or totally disregard the words “ not other­ 
wise paid,” for those words operate to limit 
the power of the Board, aud the only ques­ 
tion is as to roe meaning of those words. 
To me it is evident that the Legislature uevt-r 
intended by this provision to give to the 
Board of Supervisors of a county the power 
to practically repeal an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture by providing for officers a compensation 
different from that which the s'atute pre­ 
scribes. 
By the words “ not otherwise paid ” 
it is evidently meant to limit the power 
of the Board to those cases where the Legis­ 
lature has not provided a means of payment, 
or, in other words, where the compensation 
aud its mode of payment has not been fixed 
by the statute. The provision was adopted 
outof an abundance of caution, aud iu view 
of the entire change in our organic system 
recently made, in order that if auovertiqht 
should occur in adapting the laws to the new 
system there would be some means left by 
which ail omitted officer , or officers “ not 
otherwise paid,” might be provided for. 
I 
am therefore of the opinion that your Board 
of Supervisors has no power to fix the com­ 
pensation of any county or township ofh :er 
whose compensation is now fixed by statute. 
Such being the case, it only remains to lie 
determined whether or not your special fee 
aud salary law was repealed bv the Constitu­ 
tion. 
The only provision of the Constitution 
with which special fee and salary laws have 
been claimed to he inconi-istent is Section 25 
of Article IV. 
That oectiou provides that 
the Legislature “ shall not pass local or 
special laws ” affecting the fees or salary of 
any otficer. I t does li t provide that all 
local and special lawspr "vioudlv pa-seil up ¡1 
that subject are repealed. 
It simply pre­ 
scribes what the Legislature may do in the 
future, and in my opinion operates only as a 
limitation or restriction upon future local or 
special legislation. In order to be inconsist­ 
ent with that provision within the meaning 
aud intent of Section 1 of Article X X II. of 
the Constitution, it is my opinion that it 
would be necessary that the law should 
undertake to authorize 
that 
which that 
section prohibits, that is, that it should 
provide that those things might he done 
by the Legislature which the Constitution 
says that the Legislature shall not do. 
I t is 
my opinion that your special law is rot re­ 
pealed by the provisions of the Constitution 
above named, and if it his not been other­ 
wise repealed, that the Board of Supervisors 
of your county have no power to fix the com­ 
pensation of any otficer whose fees and salary 
are fixed by that or any other existing stat­ 
ute.

Long ago it was seen how neces­ 
sary it is to have an abridged collection of 
English poetry, and many hands have at­ 
tempted to make one, some with very in­ 
different success, others on a plan th a t did 
not cover the whole field, still others w ith­ 
out intention of coveriug the field of Eng­ 
lish literature historically. 
Indeed, there 
is practically no collection which does this 
latter; but readers will be glad to learn 
that there is bright promise of one from 
the hands of Professor T. H. W ard, M at­

President Griffits being abeent because of 
illness. The Board resolved to go into an 
election for Principal of the Sacramento 
Grammar School by live Do two. 
Without 
nominations the roil was called. For E. P. 
Rowell—Butler, Lord, McCIaiehy, Staiker, 
Tracy, Wicmeyer. 
Declining to vote, Mr. 
Hornblower ; and Mr. liowell was declared 
e'ectcd 
Toe Board then transacted some routine 
business, and made an order relative to teach 
ers producing certihcates who have not done 
so already. 
It requires that ad teachers who 
have not brought their certihcates to the 
Board must do so during to-day ami prior to 
7 r.

I'ite obi ct is to require 
teachers, within three months, to obtain the 
certificates of the grade reqoired by the law. 
Teachers failing to fi'e their certificates to­ 
day must show cause this evening before the 
Board in person, at half-past , o’clock, to 
which hour ti e Board adj.'iirned. 
The new Principal of the Grammar School, 
E. P. Rowell, i- a unrried man, aged 35 
He was educated at the Delaware Literary 
Institute, New York, and subsequently was 
three vears under private tutorship, 
iie is a 
native of New- York, and has been a teacher 
between fifteen and sixt*.- n years. 
II- has 
taught mainly in High and Grammar Schools 
in New York, Connecticut and Iowa. He was 
for five years in iowa the teacher or trainer 
in the snmmer normal training schools held 
every summer for teachers under the system 
which prevails there. .H e holds a first*grade 
professional certificate from Iowa and the 
highest certificates granted in Connecticut 
and New York, and ■- first grade State cer­ 
tificate granted in California, his standing 
being 378 credits out of 1.000, or ‘28 more 
than required by the law.

E very one is aw are tiiat th e atm osphere 
holds quantities of du st in suspension. The 
d u st betrays its presence by settling upon 
our clothes, furniture, and other objects, 
but, on account of the m inuteness of its 
particles it can not be seen ps it floats in 
the air, except under the illum ination of a 
strong light, as in th e case of a sunbeam 
shining into a dark room. 
Besides the 
grains of dust w hich may be seen in this 
manner, there are others th a t can be per­ 
ceived only through th e microscope, and 
ethers sm aller still, little nothings like 
nebulosities iu the sky, which seem to be­ 
come more num erous as they are sought for 
w ith more powerful instrum ents. 
These 
bits of dust, lifted up and carried hither 
and th ith e r by the atm ospheric currents, 
m ust not be overlooked, for they play a 
p art of considerable im portance in terres­ 
trial economy, and give rise to real geolog­ 
ical formations. 
Clouds of im palpable 
du st, falliug from th e air in show ers of con­ 
siderable abundance, are not uncomm on in 
some countries, and have been noticed in 
all periods of history. 
Show ers of blood 
have also been m entioned quite often from 
the tim es of 
llo m er dow n ; th ey aro 
show ers of rainw ater m ade m uddy w ith 
the atm ospheric dust, and bearing a yellow 
or reddish deposit. 
Show ers of dust, both 
dry and wet, are quite frequent in the 
Cape de Verd Islands, and are called red 
fogs by the sailors. 
They are also common 
in Sicily and Italy , and occur so often in 
some parts of China as hardly to attrac t 
rem ark. 
The Chinese account for them by 
saying th a t the d u st is lifted up by w hirl­ 
winds in the D esert of Gobi, is carried by 
the aerial currents into the higher regions 
of the atm osphere, falls a t a distance, and 
is then sw ept up by rainw aters and carried 
by tiie rivers to be deposited a t th e bottom 
of the Yellow .Sea. 
A show er of very fine 
dust w hich fell iu Southern France in Oc­ 
tober, 1S40, was found, by the analysis of 
M. Dumas and the microscopic tests ap­ 
plied by M. Ehrcnberg, to be composed of 
ihe fine sands of G uiaua and to contain 
the characteristic diatom s and microscopic 
shells of South A m erica.—[G astou Tissan- 
dicr.

H e was told th a t if he were to pass through 
th a t street on a Sunday it would shock 
him indeed “ to see the crowds of children 
who M ere spending th a t jacred day in noise 
and riot, to the extrem e annoyance of all 
decent 
people.” 
H e im m ediately 
de­ 
term ined to m ake some little effort to 
rem edy th e evil. 
“ H aving found four 
persons,” he says, “ who had been accus­ 
tom ed to in stru ct children in reading, I 
engaged to pay the sum they required for 
receiving and instructing such children as 
I should send to them every Sunday. 
The 
children were to come soon after 10 in the 
m orning and stay till 12, they M ere then to 
go home and return at 1, and after reading 
a lesson they Mere to be conducted to 
church. 
A fter church they M ere to be em ­ 
ployed in repeating the eateehisin until 
half after 5, and then to be dism issed M'ith 
an injunction to go home M’ith o u t m aking 
a noise and by no means to play in the 
streets.” 
The first school was opened at 
G loucester in Ju ly , 17S0.

Itnilroad Mailers in Mexico. 
W a s h in g to n , July 21. 
The Department 
of State has just received a dispatch from the 
Minister of the United States at the City of ¡ 
Mexico, in relation to the projected railroads 
in that Republic, which states that the sub­ 
ject has lately seriously engaged the atten­ 
tion of the Mexican people and Congress, 
and it cannot hut correspondingly inter st 
the capitalists of the United States, for they 
will probably l>e called upon to furnish the 
means for these enterprises. 
The valuable 
concession made to Camacho and others in 
1874, to construct a broad-gauge railroad and 
telegraph line from the City of Mexico to 
1/eon, in Guanaiuato, was declared forfeited 
in December, 1870, by the supreme authority 
of that State. This contract, with enlarged 
concessions, was transferred by the President 
to Simon & Co., April 3, 1880. 
Previously, 
however, in November, 1877, W. J . Palmer 
A Co. had entered into an agreement with the 
Minister of Public Works to ! uild a net­ 
work of narrow-gauge roads from the City of 
Mexico to the Pacific on one side, and to the 
frontier of the United States on the other. 
Consequently, as 
the

its

respective claims of these two companies. 
As a compromise the question of which shall 
enjoy the right has been referred by Congress 
to the decision of the President of the Re­ 
public.

.rnestly in favor of them. Their construc- 
>n will cost many millions of dollars, much

Fossil. T r f .e s .— An interesting discovery 
has been made at Edge Lane Quarry, Old­ 
ham, England. 
The quarrymeu, in the 
course of their excavations, have come upon 
what has been described as a fossil forest. 
The trees number about twelve, and some 
of them are two feet in diameter. 
They 
are in good preservation. 
The roots can 
be seen interlacing the rock, and the fronds 
of the ferns are to be found im printed on 
every piece of stone. 
The discovery has 
excited much interest in geological circles 
round Manchester, and the “ forest ” has 
been visited by a large number of persons. 
The trees belong to the middle coal-measure 
period, although it has been regarded as 
somewhat remarkable that no coal has been 
discovered near them. 
The coal is found 
about 250 yards beneath. Professor Boyd- 
Dawkins of Owens College has visited tbo 
quarry and declares there is not such a 
sight in Europe.—[London Times,

Diamond Reef, in New York harbor, has 
always been troublesome to navigation, 
and many efforts have been made to re­ 
move it. 
All the larger rock* masses were 
blown up and removed, and then nothing 
remained but a mass of hard-pan contain­ 
ing bowlders, gravel and sand. 
Blasting 
was not available, and efforts were then 
made to mine the reef by means of a 
powerful water-jet, precisely as 
gravel 
banks are torn down by a stream from a 
hose in hydraulic mining. 
It was found 
that with a powerful steam pump, and au 
iron pipe, and hose lashed to a spar aud 
held in position by guy*ropes, suspended 
from the dredging-scow, the clay could be 
easily torn up. 
This subaqueous jet, 
when directed downward, soon made a 
hole or “ pot ” in tiie reef, ami much of the 
tine material was swept away into deep 
w ater by the tide, or could be raked away 
by divers, or by means of rakes moved by 
steam-power from the scow and guided by 
ropes. 
W hen the jet was directed against 
the side or face of the reef, it was rapidly 
torn down, until the accumulation of the 
loosened material blocked up the jet and 
stopped tlie work. 
This obstruction led 
to the invention of a second aud quite 
novel application of the same idea. 
The 
reef is surroundtd by deep water, and it is 
not necessary to dredge up this loosened 
material, but merely to push it a short dis­ 
tance away into deep water. 
A long iron 
pipe of large diameter was then fitted with 
a hose, the nozzle being placed within the 
pipe, under one end and pointed toward 
the other end. 
A grating was then fitted 
over the end next the hose, and the whole 
apparatus was suspended by chains in a 
horizontal position bom the scow, with the 
inlet cud next to the reef. 
The other hose 
was then brought to bear on the reef, and 
a powerful stream was driven through 
each hose. 
It will be observed that the 
w ater-jét 
directed 
through 
the 
large 
pipe formed an injector, inducing a pow­ 
erful current through the pipe. 
The outer 
hose stirred up the gravel (the grating 
keeping back all the large stones), the in­ 
duced current sweeping all the loosened 
eaixl and gravel through the pipe, and dis­ 
charging it at the other end, in deep wa­ 
ter. 
A long series of experiments with the 
apparatus was tried, and it wa3 found to 
work to great advantage in removing all 
except the largest bowlders, even in very 
deep w ater and in a strong tide-way. 
When the discharge end of the pipe was 
raised to the surface, it w as found that the 
stream of mingled sand and gravel and 
water was thrown out of the top, quite 
clear of the surface, so th at by proper ar­ 
rangement it could have been caught in 
floating barges or in sluices leading to the 
shore. 
In this instance this was not neces­ 
sary, as the aim was simply to sweep the 
material away into deep water. 
Modifica­ 
tions of this idea of stirring up a sand-bar 
by hydraulic jet have already been tried 
elsewhere, but not on so effective a scale, 
and the valuable suggestion lias been made, 
that the injector apparatus would be use­ 
ful in raising all kinds of light material in 
dredging, and in lifting argentiferous sands 
in sea-coast mining.
